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another reason for the Vikings’ collapse in 
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Last week, after beating New Orleans, the 
team sought to trademark the phrases “Min¬ 
nesota Miracle” and “Minneapolis Miracle.” 
Never mind that the terms rose organically 
from a thousand different mothers. The Vikings 
wanted to be their sole owner, slapping them 
on everything from golf bags to bathing suits. 

It was another unbecoming move by the 
state’s largest welfare queen, which isn’t con¬ 
tent with free stadiums, free parks, or charg¬ 
ing fans nearly $10,000 for seat licenses. As 
loveable as the Vikes are on the field, they’re 
like rooting for Goldman Sachs off of it.

Impending raid forces 
popular East Side bakery to close

T he sudden closure of Saint Agnes 
Baking Company in St. Paul left 
Twin Cities restaurants in the 
lurch. 

According to one report, the wholesale 
bakery closed not out of financial mis¬ 
management or on an owner’s whim. The 
bakery had become aware Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement (ICE) was 
planning to audit the bakery “as well as 
its employees”—10 of whom promptly quit 
out of fear, according to WCCO. 

The TV station got that information 
from Tim Mahoney, owner of the Loon 
Cafe in downtown Minneapolis, whose 
restaurant bought all of its breads from 
Saint Agnes. Mahoney said the employees 
affected had been in the Twin Cities for 
“10,15 years,” and are “established in the 
community” adding: ‘Who is calling these 
shots? I thought we were a sanctuary city.” 
Indeed, newly elected mayors Melvin 


Carter (St. Paul) and Jacob Frey (Minneap¬ 
olis) both campaigned on keeping the Twin 
Cities as sanctuaries for undocumented 
immigrants. But that edict extends only 
to city cops. Last year, ICE executed raids 
that swept up 26 people across Minnesota,

including in Minneapolis, despite then- 
mayor Betsy Hodges’ pledge of sanctuary. 

A spokesperson for ICE told WCCO 
that the agency “did not shut down the 
bakery and did not make any arrests there.” 


Saint Agnes, located in the Payne Phalen 
neighborhood of St. Paul, has declined to 
say why it’s going out of business. The 
bakery was open last week, but was set 
to cease baking over the weekend. 

Among the restaurants it sold to were 
Bull’s Horn, the reimagined south Min¬ 
neapolis dive bar, whose chef/owner Doug 
Flicker said he was “devastated” to learn 
of Saint Agnes’ impending closure. 


“We love their product,” Flicker told 
the Star Tribune. “They are a central part 
of what we do.” 

Local TV chef Andrew Zimmern also 
used Saint Agnes goods at his Canteen 
Rotisserie restaurant inside U.S. Bank 
Stadium. In a statement, Zimmern said 
he was “not concerned about us finding 
a replacement” for Saint Agnes before 
the February 4 Super Bowl. - m i ke m u llen

The Devil in Minneapolis 

The black depths of Harry Hayward, murderous rogue 


ere’s how Harry Ha 3 rward tells 
the story of the best night of 
his life. 

During the 1880s he lived 
in New Orleans, a fine place for a root¬ 
less cad to indulge his taste in gambling, 
women, and drink. 

Hayward went to a ball and met a 
pretty young woman. The two got along 
famously. About an hour into the night, 
he spotted an even prettier woman and 
introduced himself. Around midnight 
he found a third. There came a fourth, 
and then a fifth, whom he finally claimed 
as his prize. 

‘T was very fickle at that time, as I am, 
and continue to be,” he later confessed. 

Hayward’s tale highlights his charm, 
his nighttime stamina, his womanizing, 
his narcissism. Most telling of all: He 
makes no mention of what he said to the 
women he cast aside, or what became of 
them. In Harry Ha 3 cward’s mind, his was 
the only story worth telling. 

It is told anew in The Infamous Harry 
Hayward, a disturbing history by Wis- 
consin-Madison professor Shawn Francis 
Peters, which the University of Minnesota 
press will publish in April. 

The privileged son of a Twin Cities 
real estate mogul, Hayward bounced 
around the country and put his father’s 
fortune to shallow ends. A card player, 
he liked to start his night with at least 
a $1,000 ($25,000 in today’s dollars) in 
his pocket, and would often double it or 
lose it all by sunrise. 

By the 1890s, he was living in a down¬ 
town Minneapolis building owned by 
his father, and at night sought thrills in 
the shadows of a booming city. The bur¬ 


geoning milling and shipping hub had 
tripled in population over the previous 
decade, to 165,000. 

It was in this building he met Claus 
Blixt, a thrice-married second-generation 
Swede who made a meager living minding 
the furnace. The building also housed 
Catherine “Kittie” Ging, a pretty young 
dressmaker. 

Hayward loaned Ging $10,000 in coun¬ 
terfeit money, convinced her he was in 
love, and told her to take out two life 
insurance policies with Hayward as 
beneficiary. Then Ha 3 rward hired Blixt 
to kill her. He threatened to turn in the 
triggerman for an earlier arson (also Hay¬ 
ward’s idea) or have Blixt’s wife killed if 
he didn’t go through with it. 

On a December night in 1894, Hay¬ 
ward gave Blixt some whiskey and a 
gun, instructing him to pick up Ging in 
a horse-drawn buggy. Ha 3 rward told Ging 
he would rendezvous with her near Lake 
Calhoun for a carriage ride after Blixt 
dropped her off. 

As skaters scratched circles on the lake, 
Blixt put the revolver behind her ear and 
fired. He dropped her in the street and 
sped away. 

Ha 5 rward returned to his building that 
night to find it crawling with cops. He 
volunteered that police would probably 
suspect him, given his social and financial 
involvement. Instead, he floated ideas 
about others who might want her dead. 

But Ha 3 rward’s reputation as a scoun¬ 
drel preceded him, and no less than the 
mayor of Minneapolis, William Eustis, 
summoned him to his office for an inter¬ 
rogation. Eustis agreed that Ha 5 rward’s 
alibi—he’d been seen by dozens of people 


at the theater that night—was perfect. Too 
perfect. But he had no evidence. 

Then a letter arrived at the Hennepin 
County Attorney’s Office. A local attorney 
wrote that prior to Ging’s death, Adry 
Ha 5 rward, older brother to Harry, came to 
his office “very greatly excited.” Harry was 
going to get Claus Blixt to kill the woman 
to collect her insurance, Adry told the 
lawyer, asking if he could somehow stop it. 

Both Blixt and Ha 5 rward’s brother testi¬ 
fied in a sensational trial. On the stand, 
Harry tried to pin the whole scheme on 
his upstanding brother. Jurors weren’t 
buying. Harry was sentenced to hang, 
while Blixt received a life sentence. 

Using trial testimony, secondhand 
accounts, and Ha 5 rward’s own confes¬ 
sion, Peters’ book shades in the crime’s 
background. It grows darker still. 

Harry Hayward viewed people as 
objects to be bent to his will, and plotted 
to kill or have killed “dozens” of people. 
This included his father, his brother, a 
newsman whose paper covered Ha 5 ward’s 
trial, and countless “unpleasant women” 
he’d encountered. 

He’d found murder beneficial on three 
occasions. Once, he lured a young woman 
to the Sierra Madre Mountains, osten¬ 
sibly for an engagement, only to shoot 
her and take her life savings. He shot a 
New Jersey gambler to steal the man’s 
$2,000 winnings, and he beat a Chinese 
immigrant to death for no obvious reason 
one night in New York City. 

He coldly told of the end of Kittie 
Ging, how he’d “impressed [Blixt] until 
he thought I was the Omnipotent,” and 
that he’d wanted Ging snuffed out for 
reasons of “hatred and the insurance.”

Newspapers dismissed Ha 5 rward’s con¬ 
fession to other murders as the fanciful 
ramblings of a con man. To this day, no 
one can explain the con. What did a con¬ 
demned man stand to gain by inventing 
new victims? 

Hayward’s plots continued behind 
bars. He acted out a false conversion to 
a visiting Catholic priest. He plotted the 
murder of Adry, hoping to make it look like 
the suicide of a guilty man. From death 
row, he filed for the insurance claims 
on Kittie Ging’s life. (Both companies 
denied him.) 

Medical and legal experts of the era 
marveled. What drove a man to act like 
this? Hayward “loved darkness more than 
light” and was “to all appearances, a man 
without a soul,” said Hennepin County 
prosecutor Frank Nye. 

Ha 3 rward once compared himself to 
Mephistopheles, the devil’s agent on 
earth, who convinces Faust to receive 
magical powers in exchange for his soul. 
Ha 5 rward would have made that deal in 
an instant. It’s easy to undervalue the 
soul if you don’t have one. 03

■ ean Phillips steers his ’60s-era 
International Harvester toward 
a Plymouth dog park on a frosty 
morning.Since announcing his 
challenge to Rep. Erik Paulsen 
for Minnesota’s Third District congres¬ 
sional seat, the 48-year-old liquor heir has 
driven this vintage machine, believed to 
be a milk truck in a former life, across the 
crescent-shaped district that encompasses 
everyone from Minnetonka millionaires 
to impoverished families in Coon Rapids. 

Today, Phillips is better prepared for a 
GQ photo shoot than campaigning, with 
puffer vest atop a sweater, jeans, and pristine 
Red Wing hikingboots. The ride is bumpy, 
the cabin reeks of exhaust, and the engine 
is so loud that Phillips practically has to 
shout to be heard. 

The truck mostly garners stares, waves, 
and smiles. Every once in awhile, the wan¬ 
nabe congressman gets a middle finger. 

If successful, Phillips would be the first 
Democrat to represent the district since 
1961. But call him a politician, and he’ll cor¬ 
rect you. ‘T don’t aspire to be a politician. 
I aspire to be a representative,” he says. 

Yet while he may be just an attempted 
politician at the moment, he’s well on his 
way to full-fledged membership. Phillips’ 
words tumble forth as if by script, replete 
with rehearsed anecdotes and policy points 
that seem straight from a consultanf s hand¬ 
book on targeting moderate voters. 

He describes himself as “fiscally respon¬ 
sible, socially inclusive.... I don’t want to 
go to Washington to fight. I want to go to 
Washington to collaborate and salute the 
best ideas in the Republican Party with the 
best progressive ideals that I represent.” 

Getting him to pinpoint those ideals is 
another matter. 

In a sense, his game plan is much like 
Paulsen’s, who’s known for playing the 
Minnesota Nice Moderate at home, yet 
voting as if he represents Alabama while 
in Washington. 

What Phillips does have going for him 
are the twin angels of conventional politics: 
deep pockets and the schmoozing acumen 
to seduce. A smile, a laugh, and a sensitive 
nod have a way of blotting out the garbled 
message coming from his mouth. Phillips’ 
charm is his wild card. 

The problem: So far, it seems to be his 
only card. 


PHILLIPS’ BACKSTORY is a publicist s 

dream. 

He was bom to Artie Pfefer and his wife, 
DeeDee, in 1969. Six months later, Artie 
was killed in Vietnam. DeeDee eventually 
married Eddie Phillips, heir to the Phil- 
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GRACE FLEMING 


lips Distilling fortune, one of the country’s 
largest distributors of wines and spirits 
at the time. 

The Phillipses were known for their 
philanthropy. In the 1940s, they helped 
fund construction of Mount Sinai Hospi¬ 
tal, the first in Minneapolis to extend staff 
privileges to black and Jewish physicians. 
Eddie’s father. Jay, started one of the original 
profit-sharing plans for employees, and 
was a founder of the Courage Center and 
the Phillips Eye Institute. Young Dean’s 
step-grandmother was Abigail Van Buren 
of “Dear Abby” fame. 

After graduating from Brown University 
in 1991, Dean worked for InMotion, an 
Edina company that made bicycle equip¬ 
ment and apparel. Two years later, he joined 
the family business—but under the condi¬ 
tion that he train in every department and 
obtain an MBA. 

During the week, Phillips worked on 
the production floor and drove to mom- 
and-pop liquor shops across Minnesota. 
On weekends, he took classes at the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota. When he graduated 
in 2000, his present was the presidency of 
Phillips Distilling. 

He would go on to serve as chairman of 
Talenti Gelato, another family investment. 
The company would blossom into one of 
the nation’s top brands in the ice cream 
market before it was sold to Unilever. 

Phillips now owns the upscale coffee- 
shop Pennys, with locations in downtown 
Minneapolis and Linden Hills. The latter 
is housed in an old auto mechanic’s space 
reimagined as industrial chic. It’s spare 
and free of art, save for one neon sign. Be 
it weekday or Saturday morning, it’s likely 
to be standing room only. 

The menu boasts matcha lattes, scratch- 
made almond milk, and turtle crepes. But 
Phillips sees it as much more, an experi¬ 
ment to test the $15 minimum wage, an 
idea he doesn’t believe should be decreed 
by government. 

Phillips’ desire to challenge Paulsen was 
stoked by the ongoing dumpster fire of the

Trump administration, and Congressman 
Paulsen’s vote to kill Obamacare. But his 
experience in politics is limited to a col¬ 
lege internship and writing checks. He’s 
hosted fundraisers for Minneapolis Mayor 
R.T. Rybak and Democratic presidential 
hopeful John Kerry. He also gave $30,800 
to the Obama Victory Fund. 

While his history may be short on 
governance, it’s exactly the kind of back¬ 
ground that lends itself to jumpstarting 
a campaign. He’s already the prohibitive 
favorite for the Democratic nomination, 
having raised $800,000 from individual 
contributors and special backing of the 
national Democratic Congressional Com¬ 
mittee, which believes he’s the man to 
finally take down Paulsen. 

PHILLIPS HAD HIS eye on Karin Einis- 
man since they met in Sunday school as 
five-year-olds. Eight years later, he asked 
her out. She said no. Phillips nonetheless 
harbored a “mad crush” until they reunited 
after college. They married in 1995 and 
had two daughters. 

Daughter Pia was diagnosed with Hodg¬ 
kin’s L 5 miphoma when she was 13. (“The 
worst weekend of my life,” Phillips says.) 
With her best friend, Pia turned the expe¬ 
rience into a nonprofit called Pah’s Packs, 
which distributes backpacks full of donated 
comfort items like stuffed animals, blan¬ 
kets, and journals to patients at children’s 
hospitals. 

‘When I see my daughter doing that...,” 
Phillips starts to say, but pauses when tears 
interfere. 

Dean and Karin divorced in 2015. His 
current partner is 29-year-old Annalise 
Click, a devastatingly pretty musician- 
turned-art-consultant from Bloomington. 
She’s the proprietor of ACG | Click Gal- 
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lery, a mish-mash gallery that also sells 
clothing and home goods with an emphasis 
on local makers. The aesthetic is akin to 
the Walker Art Center, albeit with more 
textiles. Its limited hours and unanswered 
phone suggest that Click doesn’t spend 
much time there. 

When asked if he’ll marry again, Phil¬ 
lips says, “Absolutely. I hope so. I celebrate 
marriage. A lot.” For now, however, “I’m 
married to the campaign.” 

At the helm of that campaign is elec¬ 
tion finance reform. Phillips refuses to take 
money from PACs and lobbyists. This comes 
in stark contrast to Paulsen, who has evolved 
from a moderate state legislator to a virtual 
caricature of the corporate congressman, 
routinely voting against his district’s interests 
in favor of his benefactors. He voted for the 
recent Republican tax bill, despite its harsh 
treatment of residents in high-tax states like 
Minnesota. And Paulsen has been almost 
obsessive in his pursuit of lowering taxes 
for the hyper-profitable medical device 
industry, which sends him more money 
than it does any other member of Congress. 

Over five terms in D.C., Paulsen has col¬ 
lected more than $7 million from various 
special interests. (He did not respond to 
repeated interview requests.) 

Phillips has placed this ability to pur¬ 
chase a congressman at the center of his 
campaign. 


“Whether you’re talking about tax 
policy or health care policy or gun vio¬ 
lence reduction or opioid addiction pro¬ 
grams, none of this will be accomplished 
as long as politicians are beholden to 
interests that have lots of money and 
lots of influence.” 

Phillips longs for a return to whistle- 
stop campaigns, wishing more candidates 
would do what he’s about to do at the dog 
park: show up and talk to constituents. 

“When we start losing that human 
interaction, I think a lot of people start 
feeling like they’re not heard and listened 
to,” he says. “Bernie Sanders and Donald 
Trump recognize the same underlyingneed 
of people, which is to be heard. I think 
Donald Trump was part of a wonderful 
strategy to make people believe he really 
cared about them. If you look at what 
he did versus what Hillary did—he had 
rallies, big rallies. Hillary Clinton spent, 
I think, way too much time in fine homes 
and country clubs raising money.” 

The irony, of course, is that both Trump 
and Phillips are wealthy men who elbowed 
their way into politics as major donors. 
But while Trump is a tsunami of erratic 
bombast, Phillips is a cautious people- 
pleaser, careful to not offend. “I like to 
debate,” he says. “But I do not like to 
antagonize.” 

Though he sees himself as a “velvet ham¬ 


mer,” it’s hard to imagine him coming down 
hard on, well, an 5 Thing. 

At the Plymouth dog park, he greets 
people near his truck, which has been 
outfitted with a window that allows him 
to serve coffee. One is Andrew Morrow, an 
Excelsior father of three high school-aged 
daughters who wears a U of M beanie with

Morrow befriended Phillips at a parade 
in Plymouth. When he shared that his 
daughters are part of a government-minded 
student organization at Minnetonka High 
School, Phillips offered to speakto the group. 

Morrow contrasts this with Paulsen’s 
visit to the school last fall. “My daughter 
came up to him and he happened to be in 
the lunch line serving lunch. She asked him 
a couple of questions and he just flat-out 


lied to her. She was crushed and said, ‘No, 
that’s not right,’ and it was sort of a ‘move 
along, move along, you’re in the lunch line’ 
kind of moment.” 

Yet Morrow has a more personal motive 
for opposing Paulsen: a daughter with 
Type 1 diabetes. The congressman not 
only voted to kill Obamacare, possibly 
leaving tens of millions of people without 
insurance, but also backed a move to allow 
insurers to bar coverage for preexisting 
conditions. 

This sentiment—that government is 
working against family values—is shared 
by abundled-up woman. She’s a counselor 
at a high school where 35 percent of the 
students qualify for free or reduced lunch. 
There’s also a large Muslim population. 

After Trump’s victory, she says, white 
students chanted about building walls. 

Phillips’ history of addressing such behav¬ 
ior isn’t exactly reassuring. During his first 
town hall, Sarah Park Dahlen, a professor 
at St. Catherine University, asked how he’d 
handle white supremacy. 

“I don’t think there is white supremacy,” 
he responded. “I don’t think there is such a 
thing. We are not supreme. Human beings 
are supreme.” 

It was typical of Phillips. Even on softball 
questions like these, he tends to respond 
with words that sound pretty and enlight¬ 
ened, but carry little practical meaning. 
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a gripping, enormously skillful marriage of words 
and music to tell a story of love, suffering and spiritual 
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“I was very unhappy with his answer,” 
Park Dahlen says later. But she also saw a 
deeper side of the candidate. In a subse¬ 
quent exchange on Facebook, the professor 
recommended Phillips read A Good Time 
for the Truth and The First R: How Chil¬ 
dren Learn Race and Racism. He already 
had the former, sending her a photo of it 
on his desk. 

‘The last thing I want is for people to 
walk away from watching the [YouTube] 
video and think. This woman of color was 
really mad at Dean Phillips,”’ she says. ‘T 
was, but what I appreciated is that afterward 
he continued to engage with me multiple 
times. That makes me feel like he’s a can¬ 
didate that I can get behind and support.” 

At the same town hall, Phillips stumbled 
on the Walker Art Center’s “Scaffold” con¬ 
troversy, which erupted over artist Sam 
Durant’s installation depictingthe Mankato 
gallows where 38 Dakota men were hung 
after the U.S.-Dakota War of 1862. 

Phillips was on the Walker board at the 
time. “If there was ever an example of why 
this board needs to be more diverse, it’s for 
days like this,” he claims to have told fellow 
members after the issue flared. 

Then again, it’s fair to ask why he didn’t 
notice the board’s makeup—or the explo¬ 
sion the installation would cause—before 
the Walker was besieged with protests. 

PHILLIPS IS LATE. A half-dozen people at 
the Excelsior library fidget in their seats. 
Most appear over 50 years old. 

Four campaign staffers are here, as is 
Sterling Silver, a GOP tracker whose job 
it is to film Phillips in the hopes that he’ll 
say something off-color. 

Zach Rodvold, Phillips’ campaign man¬ 
ager, is on bouncer duty. He’s slender and 
pale, with abalding dome and a perpetually 
glum expression—not exactly intimidating. 
Rodvold urges Silver to leave the room on 
the premise that today’s event isn’t a speech. 
Filming would make people uncomfort¬ 
able. They debate for a few minutes like

toddlers arguing over a coveted toy before 
Sterling reluctantly takes a seat outside. 

“Dean is so consistent that I’m not that 
concerned about him,” Rodvold says. 

Clara Severson, a white-blond millennial 
and Phillips’ volunteer and engagement 
coordinator, says that Phillips must have 
run into traffic. A few minutes later, Caitlin 
Grady, an Anna Kendrick lookalike and 
Phillips’ scheduling and operations director, 
explains away her boss’ absence by call¬ 
ing the campaign truck “temperamental.” 

When Phillips finally strides in 15 minutes 
late, he’s dressed posher than on previ¬ 
ous occasions in a sports jacket atop his 
standard jeans and un-scuffed boots. It’s 
Halloween, and residents of this old-money 
town are lined up outside for the annual 
parade. Phillips runs back out to the truck 
and retrieves the same Halloween costume 
he’s worn since 1998: Winnie the Pooh. 

He’s trying hard to be the everyman. He 
starts, as he always does, with his origin 
story, followed by his campaign finance 
reform spiel. 

A woman asks about gun control, a term 
Phillips doesn’t favor. “My position is on 
gun violence,” he says. He wants it declared 
a “national health and public safety crisis.” 

Since 1996, Congress has barred the Cen¬ 
ter for Disease Control and Prevention from 
investigating the issue, in deference to the 
National Rifle Association. But Phillips sticks 
to middle ground, calling only for more 
study and universal background checks. 

His responses today are slick and short. 
During a previous conversation, he was 
wary of proposals to eliminate bump stocks, 
silencers, and make assault rifles illegal. 
He even made air quotes around the word 
“assault.” 

Today, he’s making a concerted effort 
to be all things to all people. A woman 
asks about abortion. Phillips shows his 
burgeoning polish. 
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when asked a month before if he was 
pro-choice, he said, “Absolutely. 100 per¬ 
cent.” But he backtracked minutes later. 
“I’m pro-life. And I’m also pro-choice. And 
I don’t think they’re mutually exclusive. I 
think it’s really important to be both. And 
I celebrate both.” 

At the library, he’s once again touting his 
support for a woman’s right to choose. He 
accentuates his commitment by mention¬ 
ing the Planned Parenthood fundraiser he 
attended the night before. Bragging about 
galas is a recurring motif 

When someone asks about the environ¬ 
ment, Phillips invokes his middle-ground 
credentials, name-checking former GOP 
Gov. Tim Pawlenty’s push for renewable 
energy, while frequently lauding Repub¬ 
licans for their good deeds. 

Noticeably rare is for him to praise women 
in politics. Hillary Clinton frequently plays 
the punching bag, though he held a fund¬ 
raiser in his home for her in 2015. 

He also comes off as strangely enam¬ 
ored with the Trump campaign and its 
singular message: Make America Great 
Again. “If you looked at Hillary Clinton’s 
website back during the last campaign, it 
had I think 297 policy prescriptions, and 
Donald Trump focused on one,” Phillips 
says. “I’m focusing on truth and justice 
and American values.” 

Yet it feels like a novitiate’s analysis. 
Trump’s support was concentrated among 
rural, low-education voters. Phillips is 
charged with winning the minds of the 
western Minneapolis suburbs, which are 
loaded with the highly educated. There’s an 
argument to be made that Trump’s simple¬ 
ton approach will seem more insulting than 
ingratiating, especially among women who 
are increasingly prone to take flight from 
the Republican Party, and whom Phillips 
can’t win without. 


PHILLIPS HAS A LOT to learn, but his inex¬ 
perience doesn’t seem to dissuade his fans. 

“He made a lot of good points,” said 
Bill Lester, a silver-haired Shorewood 
resident whose vote tends to bounce from 
Republican to Democrat to independent. 
“He didn’t get up there to promise a lot 
of different things. He just said, ‘Hey, 
I’m here to represent you. Here’s what 
I believe.’” 

Larry Jacobs, a University of Minnesota 
political science professor, believes Phil¬ 
lips will need a lot more than that to win. 
He calls Paulsen “one of the most gifted 
politicians currently in office in Minnesota,” 
pointing to his last win over DFLer Terri 
Bonoffwith 57 percent of the vote. This in 
a district Trump lost by 10 percent. 

Bonoff, a state senator, was considered 
one of the better minds of the Minnesota 
Legislature. “If she lost, it’s not clear to me 
why Dean Phillips is better qualified in a 
professional political sense or has greater 
political gifts,” Jacobs says. 


Yet Phillips clearly does have gifts. In 
a sense, he’s like a pop song: repetitive, 
irresistible, feel-good, but short on sub¬ 
stance. Many a leader has been elected on 
a platform weaker than irresistible charm. 

While Paulsen maybe a gifted politician 
in the traditional sense, he also makes for an 
exquisite villain in the contemporary one. 
His voting record is nearly identical to the 
interests of his biggest donors. Whether it 
be health care or the Republican tax bill, 
he’s shown a unique willingness to vote 
against his constituents if the money’s right. 

Phillips has his own red flags. He’s the 
rare Democrat who admits to watching Fox 
News without ironic intent. He’s a silver- 


spooner with no personal experience in 
the paycheck to paycheck—or no check at 
all—life. He believes in the “moral right” 
of health care, yet dragged his feet for a 
year before providing a plan to full-time 
employees at Penny’s. 

And make no mistake: He’s very much 
a politician. He has an uncanny ability to 
make canned anecdotes feel like they’re 
being delivered for the first time. He’s young, 
handsome, and charismatic. In a vote on 
personality alone, Phillips is a shoo-in. 

State GOP Chairman Jennifer Carnahan 
dismisses him as “an over-hyped challenger.” 
Maddie Anderson, a press secretary for 
the national GOP, considers him a mere 


opportunist. “He has no real convictions, 
no real reasons why he wants to run.” 

Adam Jennings, a Democratic Tonka 
Bay councilman pursuing the same seat, 
also questions his sincerity: “I think he’s 
running Republican-lite and we’ve been 
down that road too many times,” he says. 
“I think he’s the wrong candidate for this 
race and I’m not sure he’s necessarily run¬ 
ning for the right reasons.” 

In the end, the race between Paulsen and 
Phillips may very well come down to the 
devil you know versus the devil you don’t. 

“I’m not tryingto be ever 5 ffiiing to every¬ 
body,” Phillips says. “But I am trying to be 
somebody for most of us, in the middle.”[H 
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CAN WE SAVE MARLA’S? 

After 10 years in Powderhorn, Marla’s Caribbean looks for a new home

W henMarlaJadoonananopened 
her Caribbean restaurant at 
3761 Bloomington Ave. in 
2008, she remembers that 
there were bullet holes in the windows. 

Graffiti had been scrawled across most 
surfaces; the door was practically hanging 
from its hinges. And if the exterior was 
under duress, the interior was almost worse. 

“It was run-down,” says Marla’s husband, 
Ian, who often cooks alongside her at their 
family-run restaurant. She puts it a little 
more bluntly: “It was a nasty little place.” 


Right away, Marla and Ian replaced every 
windowpane and installed a new door. In 
the kitchen, where there was little more 
than a grill, a stove, and a rice cooker that 
never worked—Ian still has it, not that he 
could tell you why—the couple had a new 
AC unit put in, along with freezers, coolers, 
and shelving units. 

Heavy Table’s James Norton, who 
reviewed the restaurant for City Pages 
back in 2008, remembers that by the time 
it opened, Marla’s was “pretty damn basic, 
but not actually off-putting.” The no-frills 
dining room immediately looked and felt 
like his favorite sort of place: the kind of 


rough-around-the-edges, scrappy litde spot 
where the unassuming decor and “unapolo- 
getically handmade” appearance of the food 
promised you’d get a great meal—and at a 
great price, too. 

“Marla’s was (and still is) the kind of 
place where you’re going to get rustic food 
made by hand with a real story behind it, 
and a ton of flavor,” he says. 

He’s right—it still is. But when Marla’s 
lease expires at the end of 2019, it might 
not be any longer. 

Marla’s longtime landlord sold their 
building last year. It was purchased by First 
and Third Properties, an agency that owns 


several residential and commercial build¬ 
ings throughout the area. And right away, 
the couple says things changed. 

Within weeks, there were hints at a rent 
hike. Marla and Ian say this wasn’t entirely 
unexpected; their rate had stayed almost 
unchanged since 2008. 

What they weren’t expecting was that 
when their current lease expired, the 
monthly payment would likely more than 
double. “I have standing offers to rent your 
space for $3,000 a month with some sort 
of a build out/updating,” First and Third’s 
Dan Coleman wrote to Marla in a Sep¬ 
tember email. ‘Tour space is perfect for 
food trucks and S. Mpls is a popular area 
for small restaurants.” Right now, Marla 
pays $1,325 each month. 

In a subsequent email, Coleman encour¬ 
ages Marla and Ian to make changes that 
would help them increase revenue—adding 
a food truck, redesigning their space—and 
suggests they solicit lenders and inves¬ 
tors for the money they’ll need. “Maybe 
$100,000 will be needed total and that 
breaks down to $80,000 from the bank, 
$20,000 from investors and $0 out of your 
own pocket.... So please don’t get over¬ 
whelmed and just go through the process.” 

Coleman says that the building Marla’s 
restaurant is in is “essentially falling apart” 
from lack of repairs and maintenance. 

“As unpopular as rent increases are, rents 
have to track inflation or buildings essentially 
run themselves into the ground, which is the 
state I purchased the building in,” he says. 
“Nothing costs the same as it did 10 years 
ago.... Her rent is essentially set lower than 
a two-bedroom Minneapolis apartment.” 

But Marla and Ian aren’t interested in 
introducing a food truck or drafting a new 
business plan, and it quickly became clear 
to both parties that a long-term lease agree¬ 
ment wasn’t in the cards. Marla and Ian 
don’t have a liquor license, and now that 
they don’t know what the future holds for 
their business, it doesn’t seem particularly 
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pertinent to apply for one. The restaurant 
by no means prints money hand-over-fist; 
Marla’s meals are slow-simmered, custom- 
made. Tables here don’t turn over quickly; 
on a weekend, it’s not uncommon for folks 
to wait an hour or more for their food. 

Customers are more than happy to be 
patient—and not just because there are few 
meals in town that satisfy like her warm¬ 
ing, beautifully seasoned curry and hearty 
callaloo. Marla and Ian and their children 
have poured their love into that little cor¬ 
ner and into the surrounding Powderhorn 
community, cooking for church potlucks 
and donating food to nonprofits. 

‘We’re all family here,” Ian says. ‘We only 
have a couple servers who aren’t related.” 
“But they’ve joined our family,” Marla inter¬ 
jects. Everyone—related by blood or no—calls 
Marla and Ian “Mom” and “Dad.” The couple 
have purchased updated kitchen appliances, 
laid down new carpeting, and added new 
booths. Marla’s daughter, Marissa, painted 
the colorful beach scenes on the walls and 
added the island-themed decorations. 

To Marla, the investments—financial and 
otherwise—always felt worth making. She 
quit her longtime nursing job in her 40s to 
open a restaurant where she could cook 
the food she loved in her native Trinidad 
for the people of the Twin Cities. This was 
her dream—or at least, as she jokes, her 
midlife crisis. And she thought they’d be 
there forever. 

“We’re sure not in it for the money,” 
Marla says. “But it’s my passion to cook, 
and I have a gift for it. And I want to share 
that to people.” 

Marla’s lease does run through the end 
of 2019, so it’s possible that she has two 
more years in south Minneapolis. But she 
and Ian are actively looking for a new space, 
and they re hoping they might be released 
from their current agreement before then. 
After that, it’s anyone’s guess—though there 
is a small glimmer of hope. 

“All of the big chefs in town come here and 
eat—this is their table,” Marla says, resting 
her hands on the surface of the front corner 
booth where she’s seated. “The Lenny Rus¬ 
sos, the Tim McKees. They’re behind me.” 
In fact, one such renowned local chef—we 
can’t tell you who just yet—hopes that if 
things go haywire for Marla’s, she’ll move 
into a space not far from his. “But then I 
have to set up a GoFundMe to get money 
to start up again,” she notes. “I’ll have to 
work on something like that.” 

“I came from poverty in my country. I 
cut and paste to make a life here. And Ian 
and I made it. We’re living the American 
dream: work as many hours as you can and 
pay the highest taxes that you can,” she 
adds, laughing. “We work hard, we go to 
church.... I don’t know what else to say. All 
we are trying to do is run our business.” 03

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A DYING STAR 

Film Stars Don’t Die in Liverpool chronicles Gloria Grahames final years

I f you’ve never heard of Gloria Gra- 
hame, you’re not alone. Once a ris¬ 
ing starlet in classic Holl 5 wood, the 
Academy Award-winning actress 
saw her career fizzle out following some 
behind-the-scenes studio decisions and 
a tryst considered deplorable even by the 
inconsistent sexual standards of the day. 

Film Stars Don’t Die in Liverpool, based 
on the memoir of the same name, doesn’t 
touch on any of this in too much detail. 
Instead, the story focuses on the years 1979 


to 1981, when Grahame got together with 
late-twentysomething Brit Peter Turner 
(who wrote the book) before dying of breast 
cancer at 57. 

The movie version opens in 1981, with 
Grahame (Annette Bening) collapsing 
before she’s due to go on stage. She calls up 
Turner (Jamie Bell) to see if she can recover 
at his parents’ Liverpudlian home. It’s clear 
from their interactions that their romance 
did not end well, but his willingness to care 
for her shows there’s still something deep 


between them. From there, the story jumps 
back and forth among pivotal moments in 
their relationship, its dissolution following 
Grahame’s well-hidden cancer recurrence, 
and the inevitable outcome. 

There’s no glamour here. Ever 5 Thing 
from the set decoration to the cinema¬ 
tography conveys a sense of faded glory. 
Biopics with nonlinear storylines can some¬ 
times feel blase by their nature, but direc¬ 
tor Paul McGuigan—best known for films 
like Lucky Number Slevin, Push, and Victor 
Frankenstein, oddly 
enough—uses the 
structure and his 
characters’ per¬ 
spectives for some 
interesting reveals 
and melancholic 
exhibition. Given 
the movie’s by-the- 
book makeup, its 
first two acts tend 
to drag, but there’s 
legitimate pathos 
in the payoff, if you 
can make it that far. 

It’s the acting 
that holds this 
thing together. 
Bening is phe¬ 
nomenal, almost 
unrecognizable in 
her demeanor. We 
see the spark and 


vitality hidden behind Grahame’s aging 
eyes, but also the layered insecurity she feels 
in her later years. Bell matches Bening’s 
output, showing his deep affection whether 
he’s dealing with Grahame’s instability or 
caring for her on what is essentially her 
death bed. Though most of us have never 
dated a movie star, we identify with Turner, 
and that’s largely due to the humanity Bell 
gives the character, and Grahame (who’s 
less forthcoming) by proximity. 

Beyond its interpersonal focal point. 
Film Stars Don’t Die inLiverpool somewhat 
accidentally finds itself exploring themes 
of contemporary sexual discourse. We see 
the gender flip on the usual May-December 
Holl 3 wood romance, which isn’t wrong in 
and of itself, but can warrant an examina¬ 
tion of power dynamics. This is hinted at 
in the film, but given the timing—Wein¬ 
stein et al., the #MeToo movement—it’s 
an important point of note: In 1951, When 
Grahame was married to second husband 
Nicholas Ray, she reportedly had sex with 
her 13-year-old stepson Anthony Ray, who 
became her fourth husband in 1960. This 
raises a lot of questions that the film does 
not address. 

Watch Fz7m Stars Don’t Die inLiverpool 
without this knowledge, and you’ll have a 
somewhat straightforward, albeit atypical, 
story of the life, love, and death of a declin¬ 
ing movie star. But with Grahame’s sordid 
past in mind, it’s impossible to extricate 
the film from either history or the issues 
swirling at its release date. The result is 
a movie that’s more troublesome than its 
cast and crew intended. 03

PLOT PROFUSION 

A busy script is settled by Gremlin’s sparse set

T WO cops. Partners. Best buds since 
they were kids. One’s a bachelor 
andhas aproblem with the botde. 
One’s a family man and has a 
problem with screwing the hookers he’s 
supposed to be arresting. One night the/re 
out on patrol, and what seems like a routine 
call turns into a shocking encounter that 
will test their friendship—and change their 
lives forever. 

You’ve seen this movie, right? Actually, 
you haven’t, and it’s not a movie. It’s Keith 
Huff’s 2007 play A Steady Rain, now at 
Gremlin Theatre in a tight, watchable pro¬ 
duction. Director Ellen Fenster achieves an 
impressively cinematic scope on a sparse 
stage populated with only two actors. The 
problem is the script, which is implausibly 
full of incident. 

By the time Denny (Dustin Bronson) 
and Joey (Peter Christian Hansen) get to 
that fateful night, they’re already involved 
in two major plot threads. Denny’s caught 
in an escalating cycle of retribution with a 
vicious pimp, while Joey’s eyeing the pos¬ 
sibility of slipping into the marital bed his 
friend’s been neglecting. Denny’s young son 
is also in the hospital fighting for life, having 
taken a shard of glass to the neck when the 
family’s living room window got shot out. 

Amid this circus of activity, Bronson and 
Hansen stay rooted in their characters, and 
their sheer physical intensity is just as grip¬ 
ping as any number of onscreen stunts or 
explosions would be. Though Huff’s tale 
is too twisted, there’s real force in the tell¬ 
ing. The two men make their respective

cases directly to the audience, and they 
each become increasingly isolated: At the 
show’s opening, they’re warmly bantering 
back and forth, but eventually they start tak¬ 
ing turns in the spotlight with stories that 
start to diverge in perspective, emphasis, 
and even basic facts. 

While the stage is almost bare, Fenster cre¬ 
ates a rich urban world. Carl Schoenborn’s 
lighting and Katharine Horowitz’s sound 
design unfold in S 5 mchrony to transport 
us from grimy streets to sweaty sheets. 
The power of a climactic moment when 
a single, crucial prop emerges reminds us of 
how much these artists have evoked while 
showing us so little. 

A Steady Rain has had a decade of suc¬ 
cessful runs at theaters across the country, 
and yet it still feels like a script in the work¬ 
shopping stage. The amount of drama that 
befalls these cops strains credulity, which is 
a shame since both actors inhabit their roles 
with weary ease and precisely delineated 
fault lines. A sharper script would focus on 
their relationship, and not get lost in the 
weeds trying to cram an entire season’s 
worth of story into less than two hours. 

The Gremlin team has created a near- 
impeccable small-scale production, making 
the most of a script that demonstrates that 
when it comes to theatrical world-building, 
less can indeed be more. Too bad Huff didn’t 
apply that principle to his plot. 03

Here are 10 of those well-prepped musi- 
cians and bands, the acts most likely to 
set Minnesota on fire in 2018. 

REMO DRIVE 

FOR FANS OF: DIET CIG, 

CAR SEAT HEADREST 

Bloomington’s Remo Drive melt crowds 
into a sweaty pulp, their energy pure 
ambrosia for teens. They etched their name 
in the hearts of a national audience with 
2017’s Greatest Hits, earning an opening 
slot on Sorority Noise’s national tour this 
March and more or less skipping the whole 
‘local band” phase as they went straight to 
the ‘T.l million views on YouTube” stage 


of their career. With stats like that, we’re 
looking at the next Motion City Soundtrack. 

SCARLETT TAYLOR 

FOR FANS OF: MELISSA NADLER, 

SHARON VAN ETTEN 

Tendrils of black hair floating in a cold bath. 
Mascara running down a pale cheek. These 
are the images that singer-songwriter Scar¬ 
lett Taylor conjures as she tests the mem¬ 
brane between despair and rapture. Taylor 
went deeper than ever on last summer’s III 
EP, pulling listeners into the well with her 
as she detailed her struggles with mental 
health, abuse, and loss in long, beautiful 
spindles of song. March’s Heaven Punk EP 
should plant Taylor squarely in the spotlight 
she’s deserved since her 2015 debut. 

LENA ELIZABETH 

FOR FANS OF: KACEY MUSGRAVES, 
BRANDI CARLILE 

Yes, you can be a smoky grifter and still 
play ukulele. The 23-year-old singer-song¬ 
writer Lena Elizabeth proved as much on 
her 2017 debut. The Line. There are lay¬ 
ers of coming-of-age angst and wonder 
underneath Elizabeth’s country stylings 
and you- done-me-wrong lyrics. The bluesy 
baritone-uke player evolved as abandleader 


in 2017, shaping her sound with the help 
of bandmates Jeff Krause, Taylor Donskey 
and Dan Station, and holding the stage like 
a musician with double the experience. 

LUX & LONGLEY 

FOR FANS OF: POST MALONE, 

JOEY BADA$$ 

One is an energetic punchline rapper. The 
other sounds like Chali 2na tryinghis hand at 
trap rap. Minnesota rappers Lux & Longley 
operate on parallel but complementary fre¬ 
quencies, and when they trade verses they’re 
enthralling, whether they’re antagonistic 
and aggressive (“Watch How I Elex”) or 
charming and nostalgic (“All tha Time”). 
It’s been two years since their debut. In 
Loving Memory of Innocence, but after some 
time apart. Lux & Longley are reuniting for 
2018’sEnd of the Earth, which should spell 
citywide success for the duo. 

TIFFANI 

FOR FANS OF: THE EXPLOITED. 

EARLY BLACK FLAG 

Tiffani sounds like what you’d hear if you 
plugged a ouijaboard into ablown-out sub¬ 
woofer. Visceral, ravaged, and demonic, 
the band carved their name into the flesh 
of the underground last year with House 
on Fire or No House at All, nine sub-two- 
minute songs scorched with hellfire and 
social indignation. There’s a ceiling on 
how much a band like this can truly “pop,” 
but Tiffani’s primal magnetism may just 
awaken a sleeping discontent in the most 
unsuspecting souls. If you need a call to 
catharsis, there’s no better soundtrack to 
your drywall-smashing stress-relief session. 

SYMONE SMASH IT 

FOR FANS OF: CHARLI XCX, MARSHMELLO 
Symone Smash It isn’t sure if she’s a robot 
or an alien. An otherworldly presence, the 
Minneapolis EDM/rave rapper delivered 
an eye-opening powerpack with her 2017 
debut EP, Symulation, and her commitment 
to pushing earthly boundaries may just pay 
off after successful residences at Can Can 
Wonderland and the Gay 90’s. Producer Eye 
Dyed is the thruster that drives Smash It 
into orbit. Can he recreate the intergalactic 
marvels he put together hr Symulation? Ifhis 
recent DeadmauS and Alexx Mack remixes 
are any indication. Smash It should have a 
new palette of even more eccentric dance 
floor anthems to experiment with in 2018.

The project traced the pair’s 
coming-of-age experiences at locations such 
as Bde Maka Ska, Third Street, and Como 
Avenue, repla57ingthe cigarette-filled nights 
of their youth—the kind that will remind 
you of the wa37ward days you yourself spent 
trying to figure out your heart. Producer 
Dan Mariska can make Paperilo sound as 
glossy as Matt & Kim or as despondent and 
delicate as the Postal Service. Here’s hop¬ 
ing that these two have further basement 
memories to turn into a full-length. 

SKYHAVEN 

FOR FANS OF: WALK THE MOON, 

YOUNG THE GIANT 

Skyhaven match the double-bass-driven 
underpinnings of a metalcore band with 
effervescent retro-pop hooks and over¬ 
modulated EDM production. It shouldn’t 
make sense, but the young band stud¬ 
ied under Texas progressive metal band 
Polyphia, and they’ve grown immensely 
from the tutelage. On the 2017 EP Lift¬ 
off (which features Polyphia’s Timothy 
Henson and Scott LePage), Skyhaven 
matured from tap-happy instrumental¬ 
ists to a band fully in command of their 
own sound. 

SIEED BROWN 

FOR FANS OF: J. COLE, AB-SOUL 
Like many Twin Cities hip-hop artists of 
the last decade, Sieed Brown has drawn 
plenty of influence from Atmosphere’s rap 
storytelling. But in the past year Brown 
has come into his own, finding his sing¬ 
ing voice and transforming himself into 
a poignant, soulful observer of life. Brown 
can rap like Logic and sing like Anthony 
Hamilton, and with a new project in the 
works, 2018 is the year he shows the local 
scene how dangerous it is to sleep on 
someone with that skill set. 03

I haven’t thought about this for years, and 
it is something my mother and I have never 
discussed. She has since remarried and seems 
fine. But even today, we sometimes send each 
other friendly messages that are vaguely 
suggestive. The problem is I mentioned it to 
my wife recently and she went ballistic. She 
called me and my mother sick and moved 
into another bedroom and refuses to have 
sex with me. I wish I had never mentioned 
it, but it was part of a truth-or-dare session 
we were having. This has been the situation 
for the last three months. I have finally lost 
my patience and I am thinking of leaving. 

I have mentioned going to a counselor, but 
she refuses and claims that she is married 
to a monster and that no woman would 
want me. We don’t have any children—so 
if I were to leave, I wouldn’t be disrupting 
an innocent’s life. 

TRUTHFUL REVELATION UNMAKES 
TWO HAPPY SPOUSES 

Fmnot a professional counselor, TRUTHS, 
but I’m gonna climb out on a limb and say 
that a game of truth or dare isn’t the right 
time to reveal an incestuous sexual relation¬ 
ship. Dr. Hard Miletski and Dr. Joe Kort, on 
the other hand, are professionals: Miletski 
is a psychotherapist and a sex therapist, 
and Kort is a sex and relationship thera¬ 
pist. Miletski literally wrote the book on 
mother-son incest: Mother-Son Incest: The 
Unthinkable Broken Taboo Persists. 

‘There’s no wonder his wife is so upset,” 
said Dr. Miletski. “Sexual relations between 
mother and son are considered the most 
taboo form of incest.”

Dr. Miletski told me it isn’t uncommon 
for a woman who has been abandoned by 
her husband to turn to an adolescent son 
for emotional comfort. 

“These women are often very insecure 
and needy,” said Dr. Miletski. “Unbeknownst 
to the son—and sometimes to the mother— 
the son begins to feel responsible for his 
mother’s well-being and emotional support. 
The son becomes ‘parentified’ and is treated 
by his mother as a substitute husband. Occa¬ 
sionally, this close relationship evolves into 
a sexual relationship, and the substitute 
husband becomes her lover as well. The 
situation described in this letter sounds like 
that. And while I’m glad this man believes 
he has not been affected by this boundary 
violation, [the fact that he and his mother 
are] sending suggestive messages to each 
other may suggest otherwise.” 

Dr. Miletski prefers not to use terms 
like “abuse” or “trauma” unless the person 
involved uses those terms themselves, but 
I’m going to go ahead and use them. You say 
you have no regrets, and you don’t mention 
feeling traumatized, but that doesn’t con¬ 
fer some sort of retroactive, after-the-fact 
immunity onyour mother. She is responsible 
for her actions—actions that were abusive 
and highly likely to leave you traumatized. 

So what to do about your situation now? 

“Unfortunately, I don’t think his wife will 
ever be able to put this revelation behind 
her,” said Dr. Miletski. “I think his best bet 
is to leave her, move on, and seek therapy.” 

Dr. Kort sees some hope—albeit slim—for 
your marriage. 

“To gain empathy and compassion from 
his wife, TRUTHS should be wiling to listen 
to her concerns, fear, and anger,” said Dr. 
Kort. “He also needs to have some com¬ 
passion for himself Untreated, the abuse 
he suffered from his mother, as well as the 
loss of his father, could be troubling to his 
wife and their relationship. Perhaps if he 
ever has children, the reality of the abuse 
will hit him.”
